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The Working of Co<operative Stores in
8 . England,

T dea of labor becoming its own ocapital, or,
in other words, of capital being made out of
1abor, originated not with the philosophers or
statistioians of the Old World, but with a band
of indigent weavers, possessed of little or no
edueation, knowing little or nothing of theo-
ries, and dealing only with plain facts. The
authors of the system of coiperation whioh is
now belng discussed so freely throughont this
country, and which threatens to work to a
groat extont a revolution in our markets, wera
s dozen workingmen of Rockdale, England-
A sketoh of the rise and progreas of the firat
coliperative soclety is furnished by Kugene
Riohtar, and is instructive as illustrating the
great things which industry and frugality can
schisve without any aid from clpital
whose support has been for years deemed eg-
sential to any enterprise. It was in Novem-
ber, 1843, that a dozen poor weavers met at a
tavern in Rochdals, a manufacturing town in
England, to “oonsult concerning ways and
means of raising themselves out of their
wretohed poverty into a comfortable exist-
ence.” It was then agreed that the advice
of ona of their number, whose name is not pre-

gorved, should be adopted. He declared that

“If we cannot get higher wages, the only
thing to be done 15 to maks what we do got go
Ju . If we cannol inorease our income, let
us mm:ge our outgoe more economioally, It
mAay be that, with wihat we thus save, we may
commencs an nudertakiog which shall give us
an income In additlon to cur wages. No doubt
eaoh one by himaell ean do but lttle: yel what
if wesel back to buck, and joln hands as to-day
we have joined specch, for the improvemeant of
ourconditlon? ‘What 1s impossible for one man
is for three,’ Is a trath that s as old as the
wm Only look around in the world to-day!
Here are rallro.ds bullt, eanals dog, ander-
takings of every sort commenced, which would
be hopeless for a single individual's strength
but which are easy enough for many anited, i
know very well that none of us now are rieh
enough to buy up ratlroad stock, Bat need we
begin at opce with bullding ralironds? Could
we not commence with small things, were it
nothing more than the furnishing of the most
indis) ble necessaries of HN? Oar saviags
might even now be suflflelent for that, It we pat
them into the pot together!”

This common-gense idea was adopted. Each
laborer paid in twenty pence a week, and the
4 Rockdale Society of Equitable Ploneers’ was
atarted. From that association sprang all the
cobperative stores now in operation, and after
it is being modelled all thosse now being
originated in the United States.

The progress made by the ‘‘Pioneers’ was
really astonishing., During the first year they
received but $135. Yet they persevered,
and after an existence of twenty years we find
the following statement of their condition in
1865 :—It had increased to 5326 members, and
during the first quarter of 1506 its sales
amounted to £52,570 (#255,890), on which the
profit was £6616 (§31,640), or 11 3-10 per
cent. The stock of the members in the soviety
amounted to £78,610 (3579,472), or about
£15 (372:60) each.

Not only has success crowned this one effort,
Dbut the example has been imitated all over
Great Britain., From that one in 1543 the
number had grown to 80 in 1856, to 60 in
1860, while, from an official report which was
1aid before the British Parliament, it appears
that in 1863 there were already 460 such asso-
giations at work in England, whose member
ghip amounted to nearly 109,000. Their sales
wera over £8,000,000, their own property was
£600,000, while the profits shared among the
members, for the year 1863, ameunted to
more than £200,000. In 1865 the eight socie-
ties alone of Rochdale, Bacup, Halifax, Old
Lam, Bury, and Manchester numbered 24,414
members, with a property of over £200,000
and a business of over £700,000,

The success and growth of these coiperative
@torea in Great Britain have demonstrated that
it is perfsctly feasible in practice for the labo-
ror, by uniting, to dispense with the medis-
tion of a salesman between the producer and
the consumer, and to supply the demand
divectly, thus securing to himself the profits
which would otherwise have gone to the pur-
chasing capitalist. The means by which this
end is achieved is the purchasing of goods at
wholesale rates, and selling to the members of
the association suoh things as they need at
oash prices; or else securing the same end
by charging the regular rates, and declaring
dividends to holders of stock in propertion to
the purohases. The cardinal principls is cash
payments, and when that is enforced sucoess
must follow, if the oficers of the assooistion
ba but honest men, and if & proper system of
oredits, the one upon the other, is established.

The manner of conduoting business is ex-

plained by Mr. Richter. He says:—

We do not propose to go into the details of
the system of corporation. The mere idea is
all that we oall attention to, and the suocoess

whioh has heretofore attended the effort shows
that the plan will pay handsomely if properly
managed. The sama result has beon attained in
Germany as in Great Britain. We are told
by Mr. Richter that while in 1850 the assooia-
tions numbered half-a-dosen, they now exoeed
two hundred. As an instanoe of their suceess
we may quote the case of the one at Zurioh,
which is the largest. In 1864, at it sightesn
ftores, it did a business of 328,003 thalers, and
gold at Its bakery during the same year
1,265, 640 pounds of bread. Besides ita fund
of 42,060 thalers, the real estate of the com-
pany is valued at 165966 thalers, on which
the bakery and a vast central slore are situ-
ated.

When we remember that a thaler is about
sevenly cents in our coin, we can estimate the
sucoess of the enterprise.

We notice that similar attempts are now
being made in New York, and it is probable
that they will also be made in our own
city. 'We expect to see the day, and that not
far distant, when the lesgsons taught by the
Old World will be learned here, and when a
soore of well-managed associations will stimu-
late energy and promote production without
Incurring any conflict between capital and

labor. The system of codperation applied to
indostry i= much sounder than that of
“sirikes,”” which leads to an antagonism, and

cannot but result disastrously to all conoerned.

The Duty of the Distriet Attorney with
Reference to the Rioters,

Ax Alderman of this eity and a Councilman
have lately been engaged in a gross and
dangerous violation of law. They are charged
with having been the leaders in a disgraceful
riot. Now, no matter what City Conncils may
do, thers is no question as to the duty of the
District Attorney in the premises; and that
i to have these men indicted and bronght to
trinl, The facts are open and notorious; the
people are calling on the District Attorney, as
their agent for the prosecution of criminals, to
bring these rioters to justice.

If such disgraceful things are allowed to go
on, we shall soon sink to the level of New
York, whose local administration of justios
has become & hissing and a byword. The
question, therafore, is, will the District Attor-
ney do his duty ? He has already won some
laurels in the prosecution of crime, where the
criminals were poor and friendless; but here
is a case where a tremendous pressure is
being made to turn him aside from the path
of duty, Can he withstand it?! Here he
encounters power aud influence; has he back-
bone enough to stand up to the work, or will
he meekly yield, and allow crime to ride rough-
shod over the city ?

These are very serious questions for Mr.
Mann. They are being asked by nine-tenths
of the honest, order-loving citizens of this
oity, irrespective of party. They relate to his
integrity a8 a man and an officer, How will he
answer them ?

More Names Wanted.
We understand that the partisans of Judge
Ludlow, not satisfied with the recommenda-
tion obtained for him some time since from
a few of the members of the bar, are now vir-
culating, or ahout to circulate, a similar paper
for the signature of merchants and other busi-
ness men, Wedo not object to this as an
innovent recreation on the part of those en-
gaged in it, The obtaining of signatures to a
paper, except where the payment of money is
involved, is one of the easiest things in the
world. You can get them by the wagon load.
But we object to any such circulating docu-
ments being taken as an expression of the sen-
timents of the Republican party in this city.
A Convention, properly and regularly chosen
in accordance with the nsages of the party, is
the only recognized organ the party has. If
Judge Ludlow can come up there with his
papers properly signed by a majority of the
Republican voters of Philadelphia, we have no

doubt his case will be favorably considered.

French Commeroe.

The Director-General of Customs has pub-
lished the returns of the foreign trade of
Frauce for the first five months of the carrent
year. They show to the st of April a dimi-
nution of 173,000,000 francs in the exports,
and an avgmentation of 117,000,000 in the
imports, as compared with 1866. The month
of May was not favorable to French industry
and commerce; the total fmports from the 15t
of Junuary to the 3lstof May amounted to
1,303,000,000. In this amount the importa-
tion of grain and other articles of food, neces-
sitated by the insufficiency of the harvest,
stands at 258,000,000, or 13,000,000 more than
in 1806. It is, however, from the table of
exports that the embarrassments of industry
may be seen. The amount of exports has
fullen off during the period to which ths
returns relate by 198,000,000, the raw mate-
rial standing for 116,000,000, and the products
of industry for nearly 72000,000, 8ilk tis-
anes have declined 40,000,000; woollen tissuss
more than 11,000,000; articles of wearing
apparel, 6,000,000; modes, from 3,000,000 to
4,000,000; cotton fabrics, 4,000,000; and arti-
cles in metal, 3,000,000, The general move-
ment in commerce for the present year shows,
for exports, l,li"?!.tﬂ)li,l}mf and for imports,
1,293,000,000, or a monthly average of imports
of 260,000,000, and of exports, 208,000,000,
For the sume period—that is, from the 1st of
January to the Blstof May last year—the
value of exports of every kind exceeded by
